Bureau of Internal Revenue is 
tak ing its usual big bite from the 
$80,000,OCX) in movie wages, but 
this y ear Hollywood wits aren’t 
being taxed so severely.

someone else to do their worry ­ 
ing. 
In previous y ears a good many 
of the prominent players and di­ 
rectors and writers tried to mak e 
their own calculations. Some lost 
thousands of dollars by not mak ­ 
ing legitimate deductions. Quite a 
few got into trouble and were 
fined. A great many, lik e Madge 
Evans, saw their claims whittled 
down to a fraction by the patient 
but inexorable 180 revenue agents 
who spend all their time on in­ 
come tax cases hereabout. 
Miss Evans made deductions to­ 
taling $11,777, but was allowed 
only $19 31. 
The old meanies cut 
out her expenditures for travel, 
for special fan photographs, nine- 
tenths of her automobile expenses, 
and all of a $450 bill for a tonsil­ 
lectomy. 
STARS MUST PROVE 
EVERYTHING THEY CLAIM 
The difficulty pf k nowing what 
is allowable, and how to prove 
it, has become too much for the 
cinema citizens. For example, they 
can claim exemptions for having 
their hair dyed, but they can’t de­ 
duct ordinary beauty treatments 
as legitimate business expenses. 
Miss Evans’ claims included a $143 
cleaning bill, which was not al­ 
lowed. 
It would have been all 
right, though, if she could have 
proven that the garments were 
stained in the performance of 
some professional activity such as 
posing for publicity pictures. 
Ordinary 
businessmen 
may 
deduct tips paid in the course of 
business travels because tips are 
considered fees for special serv­ 
ices. 
Yet actresses are not per­ 
mitted to write off the generous 
gratuities 
they 
all 
feel 
they 
must give to hairdressers and 
others who serve them on the 
sets. 
“Publicity costs are always a 
headache,’’ said a business agent 
who mak es out the tax reports of 
his clients. 
“We k now in Holly­ 
wood that an awful lot of expen 
sive entertaining is done for rea­ 
sons other than mere fun. 
The 
government admits that a party 
can be given for business rea­ 
sons, but it has to be shown. It 
wants 
receipted 
bills 
for 
the 
champagne and caviar, and it 
wants a guest list and a state­ 
ment of why each guest was in­ 
vited. Such a statement would be 
so embarrassing that nobody tries 
to mak e deductions for parties 
any more.”

young play ers are paired off to 
stimulate gossip about romances. 
Thus a man may write off the cost 
of orchids and automobile ex­ 
penses—if the studio hasn’t paid 
for the flowers and sent around 
one of its own limousines. 
This is one season when movie 
stars and executives wish they ’d 
never gambled. 
Stories of big 
winnings at the Clover Club and 
the race track s usually get into 
the gossip columns and often are 
exaggerated. Revenue agents must 
k eep scrapbook s. 
Anyway, they 
never forget to ask : “How about 
that $22,000 you won at Santa 
Anita last Jan. 9 ?” 
Or, “You 
seem to have forgotten the $9 452 
you took from Sam Goldwyn, 
Darry l Zanuck and the boys in 
that cozy little pok er game on the 
night of Oct. 4.”

FLIGHT TO AMERICA 
The flight of the great liner Queen Elizabeth 
to America, to join two other queens of the ocean 
already here, is a sy mbol of what is happening on 
a huge scale. 
There has been a great flight of money to Amer­ 
ica, starting long before the formal beginning of 
this war. Much of the money now choking Ameri­ 
can banks consists of European funds in cold stor­ 
age, for protection and for use in a time of great­ 
er need. 
There is also a vast flight of people, in so far 
as that is possible to accomplish. American doors 
are open to Europeans only a small crack at a 
time, so that the full pressure behind the influx 
is hardly appreciated. But the applications for 
admission, especially from Central European re­ 
gions, are already so numerous that it would take 
a decade or two to let them in at the current rate 
of acceptance. And if Uncle Sam were to hang 
out a “ Welcome" sign in the old pre-war way , 
there would be millions pouring in. 
The most accepable part of this movement has 
been the influx of foreign scholarships, scientists, 
philosophers, authors and eminent professional 
people. These enrich American life and go far to­ 
ward making up for the disadvantages we suffer 
from other war effects. 
• 


BLIND DEATH 
Within the last y ear many motorists literally 
blind have plunged to death or injury on California 
highway s. That is the interpretation published 
this week by state traffic officials on the astound­ 
ing variance in day and night accident statistics. 
Day light accidents numbered 18,420; the night 
total was 16,764. Yet the day light death toll was 
9 25, in contrast with the night death toll of 
159 0. With night accident 1656 fewer than day 
accident, the nightime death tragedies were over 
50 per cent higher. 
“ Glaring headlights cause blindness for three 
seconds,” the Highway Patrol summary states. “ In 
three seconds a car traveling 45 miles an hour will 
travel 200 feet. Thousands of times every night in 
California drivers are passing through these 200- 
foot (longer if the speed is greater) blind areas 
in which their safety and that of their passengers 
is in fate's hands.” That report supports the views 
of many highway engineers whose ex periments 
have convinced them that the nex t major step in 
highway safety will be universal overhead, non­ 
glare lighting on rural arteries. Should further 
research bear them out. California is best equipped 
for such an accident reduction program, and in 
greatest n^ed of it. This state has an abundance 
of power for wholesale highway lighting—and 
more motorists travel more miles per y ear here 
than in any comparable area in the world. 


Other,” by Prof. Sumner, of Yale, written fifty 
y ears ago. I quote: 
“ Who are those who assume to put hard 
questions to other people and to demand a solution 
of them? How did they acquire the right to de­ 
mand that others should solve their world-prob- 
lems for them? Who are they who are held to 
consider and solve all questions, and how did 
they fall under this duty ? 
“ So far as I can find out what the classes are 
who are respectively endowed with the rights 
and duties of posing and solving social problems, 
they are as follows: Those who are bound tc 
solve the problems are the rich, comfortable, 
prosperous, virtuous, respectable, educated, and 
healthy ; those whose right it is to set the prob­ 
lems are those who have been less fortunate or 
less successful in the struggle for ex istence. The 
problem itself seems to be, how shall the latter 
be made as comfortable as the former? To sftlve 
this problem, and make us all equally well off, is 
assumed to be the duty of the former class; the 
penally , if they fail of this, is to be bloodshed and 
destruction. If they cannot make every body else 
as well off as themselves, they are to be brought 
down to the same misery as others.” * * * 
“ My notion of the State has dwindled with 
growing ex perience of life. As an abstraction, the 
State is to me only All-of-us. In practice—that is, 
when it ex cercises will or adopts a line of action— 
it is only a little group of men chosen in a very 
hap-hazard way by the majority of us to perform 
certain .services for all bf us. The majority do not 
go about their selection very rationally , and they 
are almost alway s disappointed by the results of 
their own operation. Hence ‘the State’, instead of 
offering resources of wisdom, right reason, and 
pure moral sense bey ond what the average of us 
possess, generally offers much less of all those 
things. Futhermore, it often turns out in practice 
that ‘the State’ is not even the known and ac­ 
credited servants of the State, but, as has been 
well said, is only some obscure clerk, hidden in the 
recesses of a Government bureau, into whose 
power the chance has fallen for the moment to pull 
one of the stops which control the Government 
machine. In former day s it often happened that 
‘the State’ is a little functionary on whom a big 
functionary is forced to depend.” * * * 
“ To me this seems a mere waste of words. The 
inadequacy of the State to regulative tasks is 
agieeu upon, as a matter of tact, by ail. Why , 
then, bring State regulation into the discussion 
simply in order to throw it out again? The 
whole subject ought to be discussed and settled 
aside from the hy pothesis of State regulation. 
“ The little group of public servants who, as I 
have said, constitute the State, when the State 
determines on any thing, could not do much for 
themselves or any body else by their own force. 
If they do any thing, they must dispose of men, as 
in an army , or of capital, as in a treasury . But the 
army , or police, or posse comitatus, is more or less 
All-of-us, and the capital in the treasury is the pro­ 
duct of the labor and saving of All-of-us. Therefore, 
when the State means power-to-do it means 
All-of-us, as brute force or as industrial force. 
“ If any body is to benefit from the action of the 
State it must be Some-of-us. If then, the question 
is raised, What ought the State to do for labor, 
for trade, for manufacturers, for the poor, for 
the learned professions? etc., etc.—that is, for a 
class or an interest—it is really the question, 
What ought All-of-us to do for Some-of-us? But 
Some-of-us are included in All-of-us and, so 
far as they get the benefit of their own efforts, 
it is the same as if they worked for themselves, 
and they may be cancelled out of All-of-us. Then 
the question which remains is, What ought Some- 
of-us to do for Others-of-us? or, What do social 
classes owe to each other? 
“ I now propose to try to find out whether there 
is any class in society which lies under the duty 
and burden of fighting the battles of life for any 
other class, or of solving social problems for the 
satisfaction of any other class; also, whether 
there is any class which has the right to formu 
late demands on 
‘society ’—that 
is, 
on 
other 
classes; also whether there is any thing but a 
fallacy and a superstition in the notion that ‘the 
State’ owes any thing to any body ex cept peace, 
order, and the guarantees of rights. 
“ I have in view, throughout the discussion, the 
economic, social, and political circumstances which 
ex ist in the United States.”

“The only kind of dam,” say s 
the Chairman of th« Hou se Military 
Affairs Committee, 
“v alu able for 
flood control is the storage dam whose 
reserv oir stands empty ex cept in high 
floods, whereas the TVA dams mu st 
be fu ll to generate power. . . . A 
$5,000,000 cu t-off on the Mississippi 
at Cairo, Illinois, wou ld be many 
times more effectiv e in redu cing flood 
crests below the Tennessee mou th— 
y et the TVA has allotted $9 0,000,000 
of its total cost to flood protection!" 
Why ? 
The destru ction of 9 17,000 acres of 
land by the 90 million dollar TVA 
flood has been costly to the cou nties 
that hav e been the v ictims of this 
great political 
delu ge. Lands 
in 
twelv e cou nties in Tennessee, eight in 
Alabama, one in North Carolina, and 
one in Mississippi hav e been Inu n­ 
dated by the TVA flood. The assessed 
v alu e of this land destroy ed was 
$7 ,252,312. The real v alu e of the land 
was, perhaps, abou t twice the assessed 
v alu e. One organization pu t the as­ 
sessed v alu e at abou t six ty per cent 
of the real v alu e. This means that the 
real v alu e of the land destroy ed was 
abou t $14,000,000. In one cou nty the 
v alu e of the land destroy ed was 41.5 
per cent of the v alu e of the land in 
the whole cou nty ; in another cou nty 
tt was 25.6 per cent. 
The destru ction of so mu ch v alu a­ 
ble land has created a seriou s tax 
problem for some of these cou nties, 
and the citizens are asking that the 
big annu al tax loss be assessed on the 
general tax pay ers throu ghou t the 
cou ntry . The million paid the owners 


of the land was, of cou rse, charged u p 
to the tax pay ers of the United States. 
It is interesting to observ e that, 
perhaps, the larger part of the land 
that was inu ndated occasionally by 
natu ral floods is the same land that 
the TVA has pu t u nder water perma­ 
nently . The sy stem u sed by the TVA 
to protect land from floods is to pu t 
the land so deep u nder water that 
floods can’t affect it. 
If the real pu rpose of the TVA from 
the beginning was to pu t the national 
gov ernment in the electric power 
bu siness in competition with priv ate 
bu siness, and by a fake demonstra­ 
tion of low-price cu rrent repu diate 
the American sy stem of free enter­ 
prise, and boost the su periority of the 
commu nist sy stem of gov ernment 
ownership, then the strange activ ities 
of the TVA are easily ex plained. Im­ 
prov ement of nav igation and flood 
control were stated in the law as the 
pu rposes of the TVA in order to per­ 
petrate a frau d against the Constitu ­ 
tion by means of indirection and su b­ 
v ersion. Power dams were bu ilt in­ 
stead of flood control dams becau se 
the produ ction of electric power and 
not flood control was the real pu rpose 
of the TVA. The su m of 9 0 million 
dollars was charged u p as cost for 
flood control, and many additional 
millions were charged as costs to im­ 
prov ing nav igation on the Tennessee 
Riv er when there is no nav igation 
problem here. This wou ld take a large 
proportion of the cost away from the 
constru ction of electric power dams, 
and make it appear that the sy stem 
of gov ernment ownership can giv e 
more efficient serv ice and cheaper 
serv ice to consu mers than can be ob­ 
tained u nder the American constitu ­ 
tional sy stem of priv ate enterprise. 
If the TVA had assu med the fou r and 
a half million tax cost in Tennessee, 
and added it to the price of electricity 
to consu mers as priv ate companies 
had done, and as the TVA shou ld 
hav e done, the fake demonstration of 
cheap power u nder gov ernment own­ 
ership, wou ld hav e been ex posed. If 
the price of electric cu rrent can be 
kept low to the consu mers, whatev er 
the cost to the tax pay er, the u nthink­ 
ing masses may be led to the conclu ­ 
sion that the gov ernment can do 
ev ery thing better and cheaper than it 
can be done u nder the American con­ 
stitu tional sy stem. 
How any self-respecting Congress­ 
man, u nder his oath, can su pport su ch 
a shady project is one of the my ste­ 
ries of New Deal domination.

unprecedented 
degree 
in our neutrality 
acts, 
that is honorable and defensible 
and in accord with our policies 
since the beginning. 
But to the 
ex tent that rights are hi-jacked 
out of us at the points of bay ­ 
onets or under muzzles of great 
guns, that* is dishonorable and in­ 
defensible 
and 
a 
violation 
of 
both American and British tra­ 
dition, also since our beginnings. 
I can't see wherein we owe 
any apology or self-justification 
to the British press, much less 
any 
request 
that 
they let 
us 
blunder to save our faces, but 
not to take it seriously . I think 
the expression of such an opin­ 
ion greatly weakens our state 
department's position, or what in 
*nomic war. 
To the ex tent that honesty it ought to be. 


the principles which govern God’s 
actions before we are under any 
obligation 
whatsoever. 
God 
is 
Love. 
Good, Reason, Mind are 
principles operative in the uni­ 
verse which we acknowledge as 
worthwhile, worshipful. But a God 
incarnate, devoid of principles is 
unworthy of consideration, knowl­ 
edge of him would be impossible. 
God would be Nescience instead 
of Omniscience. 
We are invited to accept things 
by “ faith” —not 
reason. 
Which 
implies the dumber we are, the 
more gullible, ignorant, supersti­ 
tious, 
unreasonable, 
the 
more 
nearly we express Christian Faith 
—which is absurd. Christianity is 
not an ex cuse for ignorance, nor 
a cloak for mental inertia. Faith 
is a state of knowing, based on 
reason. 
Faith is never blind nor 
unintelligent. Faith is not a mere 
makeshift to be restored to when 
knowledge fails. There is a dis­ 
tinction between hope and faith, 
but faith is the climax of reason. 
“ What authority have we to be 
devoted to principles? Why didn’t 
he say so? ” What pathetic ignor­ 
ance! J esus stated, “ If any man 
love me, he will keep my say ­ 
ings; My words (principles) will 
judge y ou in the last day ; if y e 
continue in my words, the truth 
(axiomatic principles) will make 
y ou free (from ignorance and su­ 
perstition); every one that hear- 
eth these principles and doeth 
them, builds his house 
on the 
rock.” When the Christ separates 
the sheep from the goats it will 
be according to the application of 
his principles. Not once did J esus 
teach men to worship his bodily 
form. The incarnation theory was 
the apostolic writer’s own view­ 
point, an interpolation, but J esus 
never required it. He said of all 
men, “ Ye are Gods,” incarnations 
of the divine, God in miniature; 
also that it was possible for any 
man to duplicate his miracles. 
He never claimed uniqueness of 
nature nor birth, and with few 
exceptions alway s claimed to be 
the “ son of man” devoid of spe­ 
cial privileges.

Writing under date of March 9 , 
y ou say —"I am very glad to have 
my articles on religion criticised.” 
Well, of course I alway s enjoy 
making others happy and y our af­ 
firmation of felicity constrains me 
to write again. This time, I am 
sure y our cup of joy will be filled 
to the brim. This present contri­ 
bution, however, is concerned with 
y our logic rather than y our hopes 
of Heaven. 
You are not often il­ 
logical or even inconsistent in 
y our editorials; but for once at 
any rate y ou went hay wire.

Wenner Gren, who controls the 
Bofors munitions 
company and 
is the richest man in Sweden, 
was on his y acht, the Southern 
Cross, in the harbor of Nassau a 
few weeks ago when he received 
a coded message from Goering. 
The cable asked him to take the 
same ship as Welles took on his 
peace mission. 
Wenner Gren flew 
to 
New 
York, boarded the Rex, and when 
he got to Rome, saw Mussolini 
before Welles did. 
Then he 
proceeded 
through 
Switzerland with Welles to Ber­ 
lin, where he still is, and where 
he has been throwing his weight 
behind an early peace. 
Bu siness A gainst W ar 
Goering’s and Wenner Gren’s 
interest in Finnish peace is easy 
to understand. 
From the view­ 
point of the German army it 
would be just as disastrous to 
have Russia sweep through Fin­ 
land and perhaps on to Sweden, 
as to have the Allies organize 
an expeditionary force to stop 
Russia. 
In either case, Sweden’s rich 
iron deposits would fall into the 
hands of a foreign power. 
What the German army wants 
is a relatively tranquil Russia, 
from which Germany can draw 
raw materials. 
Also, the longer 
Russia is forced 
to 
continue 
fighting, the 
more 
vulnerable 
she becomes in the south, where 
are located the rich Batum oil 
fields, 
now invaluable 
to Ger­ 
many . 
Similarly , an 
Allied 
expedi­ 
tionary force sent through Swed­ 
en, perhaps turning that country 
into a battlefield, 
would 
ruin 
the Wenner Gren interests. 
He 
is 
chairman of 
the 
Swedish 
Cellulose Company , took over a 
large part of the Kreuger inter­ 
ests, and heads the Electrolux 
company , Swedish parent of the 
American 
subsidiaries 
which 
make vacuum cleaners and re­ 
frigerators. 
NOTE—The peace activity of 
Axel Wenner Gren illustrates the 
attitude of big business in both 


Wall Street and London’s City . 
Unlike the case in the last war, 
American 
bankers 
are

rooters for peace. 
This time not 
they but Uncle
